Furniture includes a 
grand piano, a bookcase, etc. 
On the 
piano is a German helmet. 
Mr. Smith, .speaking into the phone: 
“Hello. 
Is this the of tic* of the In­ 
ternational Airplane Moving company ? 
Huh? 
“Well, this is Mrs. John Smith ut 
9812 Pershing avenue. 
I’m going to 
move today to 9965 Foeh avenue and 
I want y ou lo send one of y our air­ 
planes afte r the furniture. 
And say , 
tell y our men to be careful not to 
scratch the piano or dent the helmet 
that my husband got from the Ger­ 
mans. 
“Yes, I want y ou to come right away . 
I’m leaving for France tonight on the 
nine o’clock transatlantic airship.” 
Such incidents may be every day oc­ 
currences in tlnuiea r future, consider­ 
ing the development of the airplane. 
As a m atter of fact an airplane recent­ 
ly carried an upright piano from Lon­ 
don to Paris along with several pas­ 
sengers. 
This was done to demon­ 
strate the lifting and carry ing power 
of the plane. 
It was one of the huge 
bombiug ty pes which are dropping ex ­ 
plosives upon the Rhine cities, and of 
course used for war purposes. 
However, tt may be sufe to predict 
that peace will not slow up the prac­ 
tical progress of aerial transportation. 
It is not unlikely that within the pres­ 
ent generation airplanes will be as 
common as motor cars now are. 
The 
s ly boats will be manned by the y oung 
fellows who are either war aviators or 
are in training for that work. 
So, it is probable that these aviators 
of the future will guide the sky vans 
which will move our furniture. 
For, if 
an upright piano can be moved from 
London to Paris in war times, it ap­ 
pears feasible to move upright, grand, 
or any kinds of pianos or furniture 
from one section of the city to another 
in ;>eace times. 
Grunted 
that 
a 
suitable 
landing 
place may be provided for the moving 
planes, so that the furniture may be 
transferred without injury , a great 
many of the worries of moving day will 
become as forgotten as the discomforts 
of traveling via ox wagon. 
In its 
smooth passage through the air chlna- 
w are and the glass of the bookcase 
will not be in danger of being broken. 
Thus, the housewife of the future 
will not need to take much time from 
her duties as a member of the United 
Nations club on moving day to tender­ 
ly wrap up cups and saucers or to 
crate the helmet that her husband cap­ 
tured from a German when the Amer 
lean army occupied Metz and Berlin. 


Guns a t Sea . 
Naturally , being continually on the 
move, a warship is a less satisfactory 
gun platform than 
the 
solid 
earth. 
Even in the calmest sea vessels con­ 
stantly roil from side to side. 
Theoretically , the best time to fire is 
at the moment between the roils, when 
the deck is perfectly level. 
It is prac­ 
tically impossible, however, to fire ex ­ 
actly at that moment. 
No m atter how 
careful the gunner may be, he fires 
/ 
his gun just before or Just after the 
proper instant. 
The rule in the American navy is to 
“wait for the downward roll"—that is, 
fire at the moment the ship is about 
to move down through the motion of 
the waves. 
The max im in the British 
navy is ex actly the reverse; that Is, 
“wait for the upward roll,’’ a rule that 
has been observed from the very earli­ 
est day s of fighting by the gunners in 
British ships. 


T o Rid the W orld of Yellow Fever. 
In the y ear 1916 Surgeon General 
Gorgas headed a commission of the 
international health board which vis­ 
ited South America and delimited the 
seed beds of y ellow fever, as a prelim­ 
inary step in a campaign for complete­ 
ly eliminating this disease from the 
world. 
It is believed that the sources 
of infection are at Guy aq uil, Ecuador; 
in u region along the south shore of 
the Caribbean; in a strip along *the 
north coast of Brazil; and in a certain 
area on the west coast of Africa. 
The 
progress of this ambitious undertaking 
has now been interrupted by the par­ 
ticipation of the United Stntes in the 
war, but work will he resumed as soon 
aw conditions permit.—Scientific Amer­ 
ican. 


To Make Flyers Invisible. 
Many efforts are being made to make 
the airplane invisible from the earth 
when it is soaring through the ether. 
One idea calls for the use of transpar­ 
ent material, at least for all purposes 
where a Canvas covering Is used at 
present, 
' v h as the wings and the 
fuselage. 
One of the latest ideas of 
the kind is said to he an airplane which 
uses noninflarnmable celluloid for the 
wings and other parts, and when fly ­ 
ing at a few hundred feet elevation 
the apparatus is q uite Invisible, ac­ 
cording to reports. 
A new muffling 
box on the motor serves to deaden the 
Bound. One advantage of the transpar­ 
ence is that observations cau 
be mad* 
in all directions.

A good hen is returning to its 
owner a good profit; a poor one, a cor­ 
responding greater loss. With the gen­ 
eral purpose b reeds the pullet year is 
the most profitab le.

take two pounds more feed to produce 
a pound of eggs with hens than it will 
with pullets. No farmer can afford to 
keep any hen of the general purpose 
type after she has passed through the 
second laying season. 
All females 
which have passed the first year of 
laying should b e marketed unless they 
are to b e kept for nex t year’s b reed­ 
ers. If the farmer cannot tell the age 
of his hens, he can avoid future guess­ 
work b y putting a ring oil the legs of 
the pullets. 
Some features that will help the 
farmer distinguish hens that have 
b een good egg producers have b een 
noted b y the University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture.

The 
good layer, even though in the molt, 
will start laying just as soon as the 
early tnolter. 
The good layer will 
have a soft velvety skin while that of 
the poor layer will b e thick and 
coarse. 
It will pay to cull the flock If the 
culling is done right.
